It so 
happens that a Hindoo spirit finds 
that he has become a ghost—ttiat is 
say, an earth hound soul. He 
very naturally'thinks that hi* mis¬ 
fortune i* duo to the fact that no 
-pinda had !*een offered in his name, 
and ho jriakc* gigantic efforts to gee 
that it is done. But lie fqjds.that 
he cannot communicate his wishes 
tn hi* relatives, friends or fellows 
who arc yet on earth. Such souls 
make gigantic efforts to be able to 
hold communication with men whe 
are ttot dcn<(.

Th* Height of the Craze In th# Tim* 
of Louis XIV. 

The oldnt’button* at present in ' 
the museums ami among tlie col- . 
lections are the gold buttons disco?- j 
eft :<1 at Mycenae at the time of th« 
ctearations junilertaken by Dr. 
Schliemann and al<o those found in I 
lit© tomb of uhildcric 1. r rhc latter j 
wore exhihiteU at the Lonvrc in ttie 
Musee des Souverain*. They are ' 
^made of gold* and of’ colored glo>s, I 
imitating garnet. Huttons detach¬ 
ed from copes- and religious gar¬ 
ments of the middle ages and of the 
renaissance have a!-o been discov-1 
crcd. 

Hut the richest things of the kind 
beyond a doubt are tho-e.that were I 
worn by Louis XIV. M. Maze-Sen- j 
cier in the “Register of Diamonds j 
and Presents to the King.” at pros* ! 
ent preserved in the ministry of for¬ 
eign affairs, gives nn official account 
of the buttons of that pompous sov¬ 
ereign. Jt is ns follows: 

“Feb. 3, 1»I85. — Montarcy pre¬ 
sented to the king eighty diamond 
buttons, valued at 180.050Iivres. 

“May 7, ItiSfi.—Made bdJ deliv¬ 
ered by Sieur Bose six diamond but¬ 
tons. 30,000 Iivres. 

“July 2d, lGb5.—na.tded over by 
Montarcy to the Man,nig de Soigne- 
by for the kin» seventy-live dia¬ 
mond buttons, - r i»i»,703 livtes.
